Reason for Allowance 

Claims 4, and 11-13 and 17-20 are allowed for the following reasons: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 

invention patented in Pat. No. Libori et al. (US 2005/0069269). 

Claim 4 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious wherein the refractive index of the center core section is 
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about 1 .6% to 2.6% greater than that of the cladding, and said dispersion 
compensating, optical fiber comprising: a center core section; an intermediate core 
section, disposed on t-he an outer periphery of the center core section; a ring core 
section, disposed on an outer periphery of the intermediate core section in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of the base claim. Claims 11-13 and 17-20 depend on 
claim 4 and therefore they are also allowed.
